We do not fhînk it our duty to tell stu- 
dents what they ought to do nor do we think 
it our duty toTepresent^hein. What we have 
a duiy to do is to explain what is going on as 
we understand if. Today we are going to tell 
you what is 'going on at McGill. 

Yesterday an obscene little magazine 
entitled Resistcnce appeared on campus and 
was d'stributsd to a number of students at 
lunchtime. its similarity to the hate literature,

At that time we referred to him obliquely as 
one who dwelt behind the wainscot. Infor- 
mants tell us that he got the message; One' 
of the reasons he Most out on that one, he 
claims, was that his front, men were just too 
absurd to stand up. 

Who master-minded thé anti-UGEQ 
move on campus? Why, Mr. Gray^nor. His 
front men this.tlme had to be niore sophis- 
ticated because here Gravenor was not tak- 
ing on just another editor. This time Grave- 
nor was taking on the entire SC. And specie 
fically. Miss Sholzberg. 'Now here's what 
happened : (And wa want you all to repd 
this, BAl, and you, BA2, and you, BA3, and 
all yqu along the Gaza^ Strip and you in'the 
Humanities Building and you who are read- 
ing this instead of listening to your lecture; 
because you, all of you, may just have been 
hooked as part of the Gravenor deal.) 

' Thé idea is to get rid of Miss Sholzberg 
ondi Mr.^^toff, and the editor of this jour- 
half How^lofSo^îf? By trying to ensure that 
the UGEQ referendum is defeated. It's, as 
simple as that. Miss Sholzberg is to be asked 
to resign. And who is going to take over ? 
No, not Mr. Gravenor,. who is not good in 
the limelight. The takeover will probably be 
made by Mr. Lionel Chetwynd who for the 
last few days hàs been posing as the darl- 
ing of the anti-French Canadians. Mr. Chet-' 
>vynd reportedly hopes to fill the gap left 
if Miss Sholzberg is forced to resign. His cam- 
paign wiij bè run; possibly, by Mr, Mirza; 
-Another possibility is that Mr. Mirzd may 
decide to run himself. (It's an open secret 
that Mr. Mirza.considers Mr. Chetwynd is 
getting far too powerful.) In .the event of 
Mr. Chetwynd becoming SC president, save 
the moirk, Mr. Grayenor will be. parachuted 



. in as editor-in-chief of this journal. 'The way ; 
will then be opén for the kind of takeover 
of student affairs tlîat is the ultimate aim of 
the Gravenor group. 

' Mr. Mirza's role in all of this is unclear. 
The best guess seems to be that he is being 
used to give an air of spuriôus respectability 
to one of the dirtiest.campaigns ever waged. 
Even as this editorial was being written, 
Gravenor agents contacted ui by telephone 
to try to find out what was going into thé" 
paper. - 

And on French Canada, where does Mr. 
éravenor stand ? Here are some selection^ 
from a letter of his tô 'the~ Dally V ^ ' 

"The French Canadians must realize 
Jhat the high cost of education and famili^es ' 
.'of 12 and 15 just cannot go together. How 
. many parents can pay the high cost of edu- 
cation educating up to 10 and. 12 children ot 
the same timè?" And how about this for 
Anglo-Saxon arrogance ? "French Canadians 
who refuse to speak English will not have 
to do so. They can enjoy their beautiful lan- 
guage.and live within their province, or visit -, 
France, Haiti, .Algeria, or Viet Nam. Unfor- 
tunately they will not bc^able.to do business 
with the 200,000,000 Americans, and 13,- 
000,000 non-French Canadians." Thus Mr. 
Gravenor on French Canada. 

So, now do you all understand why the 
leaders of the anti-UGEQ faction have been 
speechifying all^this week? If you do, we 
will have done something of a public serv- 
ice. • ' 

l^ow,' here's v/hat ycu, ail of you who 
can believe in decency can do. Go^out and ^ 
vote, overwhelmingly, yes, irt the referejn-"^ 
dum tcday. If the referendum is passed to- 
day McGill is net, as Mr. Chetwynd and 
friends have been implying for the last fevir 
v/eeks, baund irrevocably to UGEQ. All. the 
referendum asks is approval of what, the SÇ 
cx^tiye Jtos done so far : conimitted us to 
aflen-menth period in CUS and UGEQ, to . 
give us a rational basis for a choice between 
them. That choice should not be made to- 
morrow; it will have to be made in ten 
months. A vote against UGEQ today is a . 
vote for the Gravenor brand of racism. A 
vote against it Is a vote for those in the mir 
nority in UGEQ who want to seç Canada 
shattered. Go out and vote yes; let's join 
Canada at last.
